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The  new  plan  announced  in  the  last  Folio  has  begun  to  operate.  The  beginning  of 
new  activity  can  involve  a  certain  amount  of  confusion;  our  own  illusion  of  order  after 
a  week  of  operation  may  not  be  shared  by  all  KPFA's  subscribers.  We  went  on  the  air 
with  the  plan  the  moment  we  knew  what  we  were  going  to  say,  and  before  facilities 
were  quite  ready  to  handle  the  response.  Prepared  or  not,  we  wanted  the  audience  to 
know  about  the  plan  at  once,  and  to  act  at  once,  if  it  chose.  And  the  response  has 
come  in,  letters,  checks,  telephone  pledges,  without  waiting  for  the  completion  of  forms 
and  procedures. 

Meanwhile,  we  have  been  working  on  forms  and  procedures,  calculating,  conferring, 
and  setting  goals.  The  precise  goals  for  March,  the  first  full  month  of  the  new  plan,  have 
been  worked  out  now.  An  average  of  35  new  subscriptions  a  week  is  required,  and  of 
the  292  subscriptions  expiring  during  March,  219  must  be  renewed.  Out  of  all  these 
new  and  renewed  subscriptions,  74  are  needed  in  the  Sustaining  Subscriber  category,  29 
are  needed  as  Contributing  Subscribers,  and  15  as  Patrons. 

And  forms  —  a  form  has  been  designed  (and  already  mailed  out)  for  subscribers 
who  wish  to  change  their  present  yearly  subscriptions  to  the  new  categories  now,  without 
waiting  for  their  subscriptions  to  expire.  A  form  has  been  designed  for  billing  such 
subscribers  on  a  pro-rated  basis.  (This  means  that  a  subscriber  with,  for  example,  six 
months  to  go  on  his  full  year  subscription  would  be  billed  for  half  the  extra  amount  in 
the  category  of  his  choice.)  Procedures  have  been  figured  out  for  handling  the  pro-rating, 
and  for  handling  the  quarterly  payments  of  special -category  subscribers  who  prefer  not 
to  pay  in  one  lump  sum.  (Quarterly,  in  this  case,  means  every  three  months,  beginning 
with  the  beginning  of  the  individual  subscription  year.)  We  have  decided  on  the  way  to 
include  special  subscriber  categories  on  all  the  forms  (envelopes,  inserts)  in  stock,  and 
how  to  draw  up  new  forms  when  present  stocks  are  exhausted.  It  has  been  necessary  to 
settle  details  like  the  form  of  acknowledgments,  and  how  to  handle  consistently  with 
our  pro-ration  system  checks  that  have  already  come  in  without  regard  to  that  system. 
And  for  all  these  things,  we  have  worried  about  the  optimum  combination  of  clarity 
with  economy.
